i President  Harold  B.  Lee  said  this  in  an  interview  before  the  opening  of  the  Church’s 
If  42nd  Semi-Annual  General  Conference  Friday  morning. 

It  is  the  73-year-old  church  leader’s  first  general  conference  as  president.  It  .opens  with 
jj:  Solemn  Assembly  in  which  members  sustain  the  church’s  new  presidency  and  other 
u iaders  by  raising  their  right  hands. 

| A new  member  of  the  Council  of  Twelve  Apostles  is  to  be  named,  to  replace  President 
nee,  who  was  a member  for  41  years. 

Thousands  of  faithful  have  gathered  for  the  three-day  conference  which  includes  seven 
Wo-hour  sessions.  Most  of  the  Church’s  41  General  Authorities  will  speak. 

Some  sessions  will  be  broadcast  worldwide. 

President  Lee  said  the  church  wants  to  have  congregations  in  every  country  that  will 
How  them,  including  Communist  nations. 

He  said  it  lacks  formal  permission  to  hold  meetings  in  Greece  and  Israel  and  has  not 
een  recognized  in  Spain  or  Italy  until  in  recent  years. 

J He  said  much  of  his  three-week  journey  was  spent  “conferring  and  discussing”  with 
Sj  saders  in  Greece  and  Israel,  “just  to  see  whether  we  could  get  the  church  recognized.” 

President  Lee  said  he  attended  a Mormon  youth  conference  in  Rome  where  the  church 
n as  had  a mission  since  1967. 

a “It  will  just  thrill  your  heart  to  hear  their  testimonies,  with  tears  running  down  their 
“jheeks,”  he  said,  referring  to  250  young  Italian  church  members. 

'“They  are  as  fine  a people  as  you  would  meet  anywhere— cultured,  refined.  The  finest 
iiere  are,”  he  said. 

President  Lee  also  installed  a new  presidency  of  the  church’s  temple  in  Switzerland

Meeting  time  ceiling  set 


Members  of  BYU  branches  have 
recently  been  instructed  to  limit  family 
home  evenings  to  an  hour  and  MIA  to  an 
hour-and-a-half. 

“The  family  home  evening  was  being 
abused,”  said  DerMont  Bell,  president  of 
the  BYU  Second  Stake.  “Students 
weren’t  spending  enough  time  on  their 
studies.” 

The  policy  is  nothing  new,  added  Bell. 
Rather,  it  is  a reiteration  of  the  “old 
standard,”  he  said. 

According  to  David  H.  Yarn,  president 
of  the  BYU  Eighth  Stake,  “It  used  to  be 
the  students  would  spend  all  of  Monday 
night  on  family  home  evening,  Tuesday 
night  on  MIA,  Friday  and  Saturday  nights 
on  social  activities  and  Sunday  night 
going  to  church.  This,  left  only 


Wednesday  and  Thursday  nights  for 
studying.”  The  General  Authorities 
recognized  the  purpose  of  coming  to 
BYU  is  primarily  to  get  an  education. 
Yarn  continued.  Church  leaders  realized 
MIA  and  home  evening  activities  were 
infringing  on  the  time  needed  to  gain 
academic  competence,  he  added. 

Yarn  said  the  Church  sent  down  a 
General  Authority  to  meet  with  the  stake 
presidents.  “We  were  given  explicit 
instructions,”  he  said. 

A sampling  of  family  fathers  and  MIA 
coordinators  showed  most  of  them  are  in 
agreement  with  the  time  limitations. 

Larkin  Le  Suer,  a family  father  in  the 
34th  Branch,  said  he  thinks  an  hour  is 
about  right. 

, , “If  you  go  over  '4tf  hour,  things  start  to  ; 


happen,”  said  Le  Suer.  “You  lose  the 
spirit.” 

“We  used  to  go  an  hour-and-a-half,  but 
since  we  limited  ourselves  to  an  hour,  the 
quality  of  our  family  home  evening  has 
improved,”  he  added. 

Richard  Peterson,  MIA  coordinator  for 
the  43rd  Branch  is  “in  complete 
agreement  with  the  policy.  Sometimes 
our  MIA  will  last  only  an  hour  because 
studies  are  important.” 

All  of  those  interviewed  said  they  were 
able  to  study  two  to  three  more  hours  per 
week  since  the  time  limitations  went  into 
effect. 

In  addition,  they  said  the  restrictions 
had  little  or  no  effect  on  the  quality  of 
family  home  evening'  and  MIA  activities.

Chairmen’s  responsibilities  increase

Department  chairman  were  given  more 
responsibility  this  summer  in  the  areas  of  hiring, 
firing  and  budget  control. 

The  program  has  been  in  effect  only  a short 
time,  but  the  effects  appear  to  be  positive.  The 
change  puts  into  writing  previous  policy  of  the 
University. 

General  consensus  is  the  change  was  a good  one 
that  formalizes  methods  already  used  by  the 
administration. 

Department  heads  have  for  the  past  several  years 
at  least  been  required  to  evaluate  faculty  members 
and  make  recommendations  to  the  administration 
concerning  salaries  (which,  it  was  pointed  out,  are 
confidential). 

Questions  were  raised  as  to  the  effect  the  change 
would  have  on  faculty  attitude  and  salary 
standings.  Also  questioned  were 
faculty -department  head  rapport. 

Responses  of  a few  department  chairmen  and 
faculty  members  follow: 

Faculty  members  and  department  chairmen 
alike  seem  to  be  in  favor  of  the  move.  It  is  felt  the 
department  heads  are  closer  to  the  firing  line  and 
know  the  problems  and  strong  points  of  the 
faculty  better'  than  the  administration  could. 
Therefore,  they  are  in  a better  position  to  make 
judgements  and  recommendations. 

Robert  J.  Smith,  assistant  to  University 
vice-president  of  Academics,  said  he  felt  the 


department  heads  are  generally  delighted  with  the 
change.  He  also  said  he  thinks  the  move  will 
strengthen  rapport  between  faculty  and 
department  chairmen.  Smith  said  the  faculty  will 
feel  the  authority  is  closer  to  them  than  before.  He 
also  commented  tenure  will  not  be  affected  by  this 
change. 


Dr.  Parley  C.  Newman,  the  chairman  of  the 
Dept,  of  Speech  and  Dramatic  Arts,  voiced  general 
acceptance  and  a feeling  the  change  was  a positive 
move  which  distributed  responsibility  more  widely 
throughout  the  campus  and  made  BYU  more 
consistent  with  other  universities. 


He  said  the  chairmen  viewed  the  move  as  a vote 
of  confidence.  He  said  he  felt  the  administration 
had  always  looked  to  the  department  chairmen  for 
advice  but  now  looked  to  them  for  action. 


Dr.  Is  real  C.  Heaton,  of  the  Recreational 
Education  Dept.,  said  the  change  should  have  been 
done  a long  time  ago  and  that  it  was  a great  move 
to  build  morale. 


‘CCH  no  longer  liberal  arts  school ; 
moves  into  change , ’ says  Brower

We  have  “aggressively  moved  into 
a major  change”  in  program,  said 
Dr.  Stephen  L.  Brower,  president 
of  the  Church  College  of  Hawaii. 

Speaking  in  the  McKay  Bldg. 
Wednesday  evening,  President 
Brower  emphasized,  “We  are  no 
longer  a liberal  arts  school.” 

He  indicated  CCH  is  going 
through  a transition  period  which 
will  put  the  school  more  in  line 
with  objectives  stated  by  past  and 
present  Church  leaders.  Dr. 
Brower  cited  statements  by 
President  David  O.  McKay, 
President  Harold  B.  Lee  and 
President  Marion  G.  Romney. 

In  1923,  President  McKay 
envisioned  a school  that  would 
“serve  the  people  of  the  Pacific.” 
From  this  school  would  come 
trained  “leaders  known  for  peace 
international.” 

President  Harold  B.  Lee  once 
said  the  school  would  be  “a 
beacon  light  to  Asia.” 

President  Romney  prophesied, 
“From  this  school  shall  come 
prophets,  seers  and  revelators.” 

CCH  is  “very  poorly  named,” 
President  Brower  said,  because  the 


objective  is  to  prepare  students  to 
serve  in  the  Pacific  and  Orient, 
not  Hawaii  alone. 

The  educational  objective  of 
CCH  is  to  train  students  for 
immediate  occupational  and 
Church  leadership  in  some  part  of 
the  Pacific  basin.  President 
Brower  mentioned  construction 
trades,  industry  and  business  — 
“We  are  moving  aggressively  into 
international  business.” 

Since  the  main  objective  is 
“practical  field  experience”  in  all 
areas,  the  administration  is 
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He  said  he  felt  the  faculty  will  feel  there  is 
someone  they  can  talk  to,  and  the  administration 
will  now  equate  performance  with  salary.  His 
reaction  was  the  change  will  promote  more  free 
communication  between  faculty  and  department 
chairmen. 

One  female  faculty  member  was  strongly  in 
favor  of  the  move  on  the  grounds  the  department 
head  is  in  a better  position  to  know  the  status  of 
an  individual  and  what  they  are  worth. 


working  to  reduce  requirements 
and  eliminate  repetition  in  the 
curriculum. 

“What  can  a sociologist  do  in 
Samoa  or  Tonga?  We  were  hard 
pressed  to  find  an  answer  to  this,” 
Dr.  Brower  admitted. 

The  CCH  president  has  a Ph.D. 
in  Sociology. 

He  observed  many  Ph.D’s 
intending  to  teach  at  CCH  must 
“unlearn”  a lot  because  “they’ve 
learned  too  many  things  that 
don’t  apply.” 

In  spite  of  the  shift  from 
mainstream  academia,  the  school 
should  not  lose  accreditation,  he 
asserted.  An  accrediting 
committee  recently  on  campus 
said,  in  effect,  “If  you  do  what 
you  say  you’re  going  to  do,  you’ll 
have  no  problem.” 

Science  and  math  programs  will 
be  “retained  and  strengthened,” 
he  noted,  then  added  teaching 
English  at  CCH  is  “a  pinnacle  of 
excellence,”  because  of  the  great 
demand  for  English  in  the  entire 
Pacific  basin.

Calling  all  officers 

Separation  pf  church  and  state  is,  and  always  will  be,  a delicate  issue 
that  does  not  deserve  to  be  overlooked. 

So  when  the  student  body  president  of  Church  College  of  Hawaii 
comes  to  announce  that  “calling”  ASBYU  officers“would  work 
beautifully,”  several  points  must  be  brought  up  again. 

This  type  of  system,  as  diagrammed  by  CCH  man  Whaanga  Kewenc, 
would  not  be  a good  idea  at  BYU  an  opinion  that  Pres.  Dallin  Oaks  has 
repeatedly  expressed. 

One  reason  is  students  of  all  majors  need  experience  in  the  elective 
process.  Any  active  member  of  the  CDS  Church  at  BYU  gains  a great 
insight  into  the  Church  system  of  “calling”  officers.  But  he  knows  little 
of  the  problems  and  pleasures  of  casting  votes  for  local,  state  or 
national  officers.  To  “call”  student  body  vice-presidents  would 
eliminate  that  experience. 

Inactive  members  of  the  Church  and  non-members  who  represent  a 
percentage  of  the  university  and,  who,  even  though  a small  percentage, 
have  a right  to  be  student  body  officers  as  much  as  non-LDS  members 
in  Utah  have  had  the  right  and  won  the  job  of  state  Governor. 

Also,  in  making  his  suggestion,  the  CCH  student  body  president  did 
not  effectively  take  into  account  the  difference  in  size  between  a 1 ,000 
and  25,000  university  enrollment,  or  the  difference  between  one  stake 
of  1,000  and  ten  stakes  of  2,500  each.  A regional  representative  would 
have  a hard  time  choosing  from  lists  of  thousands  a man  who  could 
serve  as  president— if  indeed,  he  was  a man.  “Self-seekers”  would  apply 
for  the  job  as  much  as  before,  this  time  only  making  themselves  known 
to  those  who  would  appoint  ASBYU  officers. 

The  degree  of  dedication  that  allegedly  would  be  instilled  in  the 
officers  if  it  were  a “calling.”  Our  officers  now  are  as  dedicated  as  ever 
and  as  any  will  be  in  the  future.  All  attend  the  weekly  meetings  and 
work  far  more  hours  than  their  stipends  and  electors  would  dream  of 
calling  them  for.  And  each  meeting  opens  with  a kneeling  prayer, 
carrying  with  it  a kind  of  organized  gentility  throughout  the  two  hours. 

No,  we  concur  with  President  Oaks  in  keeping  this  an  elected  office 
and  maintaining  those  valuable  academic  and  extra-curricular 
experiences  which  every  college  should  offer. 

Watch  the  diggings 

Although  the  Antiquities  Act  of  1906  states  it  is  illegal  to  disturb 
Indian  ruins  and  artifacts  of  dinosaur  bones  on  federal  land,  the  army 
of  rockhounds  gets  bigger. 

Rockhounds  are  people  who  hunt,  collect,  cut,  and  polish  stones  as  a 
hobby.  They  range  all  the  way  from  housewives  to  bank  presidents.  In 
Utah  alone  there  are  major  clubs  of  rockhounds  in  a half-dozen 
communities,  and  there  are  more  than  5,000  Utahns  engaged  in  the 
hobby  in  various  degrees. 

Unfortunately,  most  of  these  rockhounds  do  not  know  the  scientific 
value  of  fossil  deposits.  They  have  good  intentions  when  they  discov/er  a 
bed  of  bones,  dig  them  up,  put  them  in  a box,  and  take  them  to  a 
museum  or  university.  The  gesture  is  appreciated,  but  the  greatest  value 
of  any  find  is  the  position  of  the  bones  in  the  ground  and  the  tiny 
markings  on  them.  A box-full  of  bones  can  hardly  compare. 

These  finds  are  priceless.  Once  a specimen  of  a species  is  destroyed,  it 
becomes  nearly  impossible  to  discover  another  of  that  species  again. 

Fossils  are  destroyed  by  rockhounds  in  many  ways.  The  desire  for  a 
souvenir  is  irresistible.  Some  bones  are  uprooted  and  deliberately 
smashed;  others  end  up  in  student  fossil  sets.  Wilderness  areas 
containing  fossils  are  plowed  up  by  four  wheel  drives  carrying  away 
vegetation,  rocks,  and  soil  which  provide  situational  clues  for  a 
discovery. 

Rockhounds  can,  however,  be  of  great  help  in  bringing  to  light  new 
and  important  discoveries  in  the  history  of  life  on  earth.  Paleontologist 
James  Jensen  of  the  Earth  Science  Museum  considers  rockhounds  as 
“unprepared  amateurs”  who  need  more  knowledge  about  the  scientific 
value  of  prehistoric  finds. 

To  prepare  amateurs,  Dr.  Jensen  is  conducting  an  educational 
campaign  where  he  speaks  to  clubs,  shows  slides,  and  in  general 
becomes  the  rockhound’s  friend.  Through  this  educational  process,  he 
hopes  the  wanton  digging  into  fossil  remains  will  be  stopped  and  man 
may  learn  more  about  the  scientific  treasures  around  him.

corrective  power  of  our  advanced 
knowledge  and  technology. 

E.  Max  Raisor  of  the  College  of 
Engineering  Sciences  and 
Technology  is  helping  to  launch 
the  nationally  organized  attack  on 
occupational  hazards. 

Raisor  was  one  of  20  educators 
nationally  selected  by  the 
National  Institute  for 
Occupational  Safety  and  Health 
(NIOSH)  to  attend  a seminar  at 
Texas  A.  & M.  last  summer  to 
recommend  a four-year 
educational  curriculum  to  train 
the  “safety  professional.” 

Until  now,  a man  in  charge  of  a 
large  company’s  safety  program 
was,  in  effect,  working  around  the 
problems  of  hazards.  He  made 
reports  on  accidents,  and  from

analyzing  what  hazards  had 


caused  accidents,  he 
recommended  improvements  to 
company  officials.  Even  then,  he 
many  times  lacked  the  power  to 
change  management  policies.

IN  1970,  THINGS  began  to 
change.  The  Williams-Steiger 
Occupational  Safety  and  Health 
Act  placed  legal  responsibility  on 
corporations  and  all  employers  to 
keep  their  working  conditions 
“free  from  hazards”  on  the  job. 

With  strict  federal  enforcement 
looming  over  big  industry, 
management  is  now  demanding  a 
“safety  professional”— a man  who 
can  inspect  the  plant 
systematically,  detect  obscure 
hazards  and  unusual  conditions 
which  could  cause  accidents  and 
company  losses  and  then  institute 
changes  in  conditions  so  that 
production  can  continue 
smoothly  and  safely. 

There  isn’t  a school  in  the 
nation -university  or  technical 
college -that  offers  what  is  now  in 
demand,  said  Raisor. 

Under  a federal  grant  from 
NIOSH  last  year,  a survey  of  the 


American  Society  of  Safety 
Engineers  and  others  in  the  field 
was  conducted  to  determine 
exactly  what  training  is  needed  to 
qualify  a safety  professional  to 
meet  the  new  demands  for  safety 
in  industry. 

Among  other  things,  their 
findings  included  a need  for  a 
person  well  versed  in  the 
mechanics  of  engineering,  as  well 
as  chemistry  and  physics,  who  can 
identify,  evaluate  and  impose 
accident  prevention  controls 
within  the  management  level  of  a 
company. 


THE  SAFETY  professional 
should  have  an  expert  knowledge 
of  sampling  techniques  in  various 
locations  to  determine  freedom 
from  such  hazards  as  noise  levels, 
light  rays,  skin  irritants,  physical 
hazards  and  many  other  areas, 
Raisor  said. 

Not  only  should  he  know  the 
dangers,  but  he  should  also  be 
able  to  prescribe  controls.  For 
instance,  exactly  which  type  of 
safety  glasses  are  needed  to 
protect,  the  eyes?  What  type  Of

Russia  faces  ecology  too 


MOSCOW  (AP)  - The  chief  of 
the  U.S.  Council  on 
Environmental  Quality  has 
concluded  that  Russians,  like 
Americans,  are  having  a hard  time 
saving  the  environment  from 
polluters. 

Russell  E.  Train  completed  on 
Wednesday  a 9,000-mile  tour  of 
the  Soviet  Union.  He  said  he  felt 
that  “the  level,  of  concern  and 
awareness  certainly  is  not  as 
highly  developed  as  in  the  United 
States.” 

Train  and  his  group  were  the 
first  Americans  allowed  to  visit 
such  areas  as  the  controversial 
Baikalsk  pulp  plant  at  Lake 
Baikal,  the  world’s  deepest 
fresh-water  lake.  Train  found 
stacks  belching  black  clouds  of. 
smoke  seven  days  a week  there. 

Lake  Baikal,  in  'Siberia,  became 
the  center  of  Russia’s  biggest 
ecological  controversy  when 
scientists  criticized  plans  for  a 
cellulose  plant  on  its  shores.  The 
plant,  state-owned  like  all 
industrial  enterprises  here,  was 
built  anyway,  but  new  regulations 
are  in  effect  to  preserve  the 
region’s  ecology. 

Train  said  the  plant  is  making  a 
real  effort  to  protect  the  lake  but 
the  standards  set  for  effluent  are 
“entirely  for  the  purpose  of 
protecting  human  health.” 

He  noted  such  a standard, 
classed  as  only  primary  in  the 
United  States,  makes  no  provision 
for  protection  of  the  overall 
environment  or  ecology  system. 

Train  came  to  Moscow  last 
month  to  work  but  an  agreement 


with  the  Soviet  Union  on  a series 
of  joint  projects  to  monitor  and 
protect  world  environment. 

The  week-long  trip  was  to  see 
key  areas  and  installations.  “The 
tour  was  a success,”  he  said,  but 
he  stressed  he  is  not  a specialist 
and  his  party  was  not  able  to 
judge  many  Soviet  claims  on  what 
they  are  doing  for  environmental 
protection. 

Train  said  he  was  assured  there 
is  no  other  pulp  plant  on  the  lake 
or  planned  for  any  of  the  100 
rivers  and  streams  flowing  into 


Baikal.  But  a plant  under 
construction  on  the  Selenga  River 
flowing  into  the  lake  will  make 
pulp  and  cardboard.

ear-plugs  will  prevent  an  eventual 
hearing  loss?  What  chemicals 
could  be  substituted  to  prevent 
dangerous  fumes  and  skin 
irritations  and  possible  diseases, 
and  yet  allow  the  flow  of 
production  to  proceed  efficiently? 

According  to  Raisor,  a national 
survey  revealed  that  the  ratio  of 
actual  industrial  accidents  to 
those  reported  is  an  329  to  one. 
Where  no  significant  time  loss  on 
the  job  is  reported,  many  times 
the  whole  accident  is  ignored  as 
far  as  national  statistics  go. 

This  has  been  onef  of  the 
hazards  of  the  present  safety 
'systems,  according  to  Raisor. 
Only  the  most  dangerous 
conditions  receive  enough 
attention  to  change  things— the 
old  “traffic  signal  after  enough 
traffic  deaths”  syndrome. 


Although  this  plant  was  not 
mentioned  to  Train, ' it  has  been 
the  subject  of  legislation  saying  it 
can’t  go  into  operation  until 
purification  means  are  completed. 
The  Soviet  press  last  week 
reported  delays  are  preventing 
construction  of  the  necessary 
systems. 

Train  and  his  party  visited  the 
Barguzin  nature  preserve  and  then 
went  north  to  Takutsk  in  the 
permafrost  zone.  He  said  the 
Soviets  “fail  to  see  the 
environment  as  a systems 
problem,  although  we’ve  got  a 
long  way  to  go  in  this  ourselves.”

Prayer  rugs,  Koran— Americans  become  Moslems

Five  times  a day  Beverly  Spears, 
a 51 -year-old  mother  of  two, 
spreads  her  dark  red  prayer  rug  on 
the  floor  of  her  suburban 
Indianapolis  home.  Then  while 
kneeling  with  her  forehead 
sometimes  dropping  to  the  rug, 
she  recites  in  Arabic  the  prayers 
of  the  Moslem  religion. 

Melvin  Walker,  41 , working  in  a 
Manhattan  skyscraper,  can 
scarcely  unroll  a prayer  rug  on  the 
office  floor  — it  would  cfeate  too 
much  of  a scene  even  in 
cosmopolitan  New  York.  But 
sitting  at  his  desk,  Walker  bows 
his  head  in  prayer  at  the  times 
required  by  his  religion.  Later  at 
his  apartment,  he  prostrates 
himself  on  a prayer  rug  before 
Allah,  just  like  millions  of  other 
Moslems  around  the  world. 

In  Virginia,  Todd  G.  Level,  17, 
a high  school  pupil  in 
Charlottesville,  often  ends 
telephone  conversations  by 
wishing  the  “peace  of  Allah”  on 
the  other  party. 


began  reading  more  and  more 
about  the  religion  and  eventually 
converted. 

“There  was  in  Pakistan  a certain 
peace  you  don’t  find  in  the 
United  States  or  Europe,”  she 
recalls.  “I  now  feel  like  I’ve  found 
that  inner  peace.” 

The  main  points  of  the  Moslem 
religion,  she  says,  are  to 
acknowledge  Allah  as  the  only 
god  and  Mohammed  as  his 
prophet  and  to  live  according  to 
the  Koran,  or  holy  book.  The 
faith  originated  in  Arabia  in  the 
seventh  century  and  it  now  has 
nearly  500  million  adherents 
around  the  world. 


MRS.  SPEARS,  Walker  and 
Level  are  all  converts  to  the 
Moslem  religion.  They  claim  their 
new  faith  can  also  satisfy  other 
Americans  disillusioned  by  then- 
own  church  or  who  are  attracted 
to  the  “Jesus  freak”  movement  or 
to  Buddhist  or  Hindu  cults. 

“We  have  been  having  people 
come  to  Islam  in  small  numbers, 
but  the  numbers  have  been 
increasing,”  says  Muhammed 
Abdul  Rauf,  the  director  of  the 
Islamic  Center  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  which  has  the  country’s 
biggest  mosque. 

Rauf  says  there  are  no  figures 
on  the  number  of  converts  in  this 
country.  So  far,  he  adds,  most  of 
them  have  been  blacks;  many 
converted  to  Islam  as  part  of  their 
emphasis  on  civil  rights,  with  a 
feeling  they  are  “reverting  to  the 
religion  of  their  ancestors.” 

But  increasing  numbers  of 
whites  are  also  converting  with 
“no  other  motive  apparently 
behind  it  except  that  they  are 
coming  to  seek  the  truth,”  says 
Rauf. 

Mrs.  Spears,  who  dresses 
stylishly  and  speaks  in  a soft 
Kentucky  accent,  says  she  was 
raised  an  Episcopalian.  But  after  a 
trip  to  Pakistan  - where  most  of 
the  people  are  Moslems  — she

LIKE  ALL  Moslems,  Mrs. 
Spears  avoids  pork  and  alcoholic 
drinks  - both  forbidden  by 
Mohammed.  Moslems  also  fast 
from  sunrise  to  sunset  during 
Ramadan,  the  ninth  month  of  the 
Islamic  calender.  This  year 
Ramadan  is  Oct.  9-29. 

“In  Islam  you  pray  five  times  a 
day  and  that  has  got  to  keep  you 
in  touch  with  God,”  Mrs.  Spears 
says.  “It’s  sort  of  putting  first 
things  first.” 

“I  feel  our  Christian  churches 
are  so  involved  in  social  problems 
that  they  have  sort  of  forgotten 
about  worship,”  she  adds. 

Since  taking  the  oath  to  Allah, 
Mrs.  Spears  has  jostled  with 
millions  of  other  Moslems  while 
taking  two  pilgrimages  to  Mecca, 
the  faith’s  holiest  city  which  is 
deep  in  Saudi  Arabia. 

“I  really  felt  like  it  was  God’s 
will  I go,”  but  “I  was  scared  to 
death  at  first,”  she  says,  recalling 
the  prospect  of  being  one  of  a 
handful  of  American  women 
among  the  throngs  of  pilgrims. 

“The  tiling  that  struck  me 
about  this  pilgrimage  is  the 
tremendous  power  of  faith.  It 


makes  you  realize  how  powerful 
faith  is  and  I don’t  know  that  the 
Christian  world  has  anything  like 
it,”  she  adds. 

Walker  points  out  that  Moslems 
share  many  of  the  same  prophets 
and  beliefs  with  Christians  and 
Jews.  But  he  says,  “Christianity  is 
too  much  of  a Sunday  religion 
and  Judaism  is  too  much  of  a 
Saturday  religion.” 

The  seeming  contradictions  and 
hypocrisy  of  Christianity  turned 
Level,  a senior  at  Virginia’s  Lane 
High  School  in  Charlottesville, 
from  his  Lutheran  upbringing.  At 
10  he  says  he  was  an  atheist,  but 
by  14  or  so  he  had  converted  to 
Islam. 

“I  became  very  dissatisfied  with 
Western  civilization  . . . especially

America,”  Level  says.  And  he  says 
he  found  Christianity  “very 
hypocritical  so  I began  looking  at 
other  religions  and  other 
cultures  ...  I studied  and  found  it 
(Islam)  really  had  no  hypocritical 
ideas  so  I studied  it  further  and  I 
found  it  was  more  perfect  and 


more  truthful  than  any  other 
found.” 

Level  admits,  “There’s  a b< 
apple  in  every  group”  - includii 
Moslems.  He  particularly  points 
the  evils  of  slavery,  which  survival 
longer  in  Moslem  than  in  Christi; 
countries.

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Increase  illegal 

Rents  must  be  set 


Students  living  in  off-campus 
housing  are  protected  against 
unexpected  rent  increases,  say  IRS 
officials. 

“The  Internal  Revenue  Service 
form  S-38,  Notification  and 
Computation  of  Rent  Increase 
and  Decrease,  sets  the  controls 
and  guidelines  by  which  a 
landlord  must  comply  before  he 
can  legally  increase  a tenant’s 
rent,”  explained  Paul  Huefner, 
assistant  to  Director  of 
Stabilization. 

According  to  the  IRS  form,  a 
landlord  may  not  increase  a 
tenant’s  rent  more  than  two  and 
one-half  per  cent  of  the  base  rent. 
This  increase  is  permitted  only 
once  during  each  12-month  period. 

The  form  states  th^t  capital 
improvement  increases  may  not 
be  more  than  1.5  per  cent  of  the 
cost  of  the  improvement  allocable 
to  each  unit  of  the  apartment 
complex.  Only  in  certain  cases 
may  monthly  rent  be  increased 
more  than  10  per  cent  for  a capital 
improvement. 

A capital  improvement  is 
defined  as  one  which  continues 
beyond  a 12-month  period  and  is 
subject  to  a depreciation 
allowance. 

An  example  of  this  would  be 
new  carpeting  or  a new  roof  for 
the  complex,  but  repairs  and 
general  up-keep  do  not  qualify. 

“Before  a landlord  can  increase 
a tenant’s  rent,  he  must  complete 
the  form  showing  the  present 
rent,  the  new  rent  and  his 
financial  reasons  for  the  increase,” 
Huefner  said. 

“He  must  notify  the  tenant  30 
days  before  the  increase  is  to  go 
into  effect,  and  he  must  submit  a 
copy  of  the  proposed  increase  to 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  for 
their  approval,”  said  Huefner. 

Huefner  continued  that  if  a 
tenant  complained  to  the  IRS 
about  a rent  increase,  the  control 
rules  forbid  any  retaliation  by  the 
landlord.

Q.  Can  a landlord  pass-through 
to  his  tenants  an  increase  in  his 
personal  property  taxes? 

A.  No.  Since  a tangible 
personal  property  tax  is  not  a real 
estate  tax  or  a fee  for  municipal 
services,  it  is  not  an  allowable  cost 
and  cannot  be  passed  along  to  the 
tenant  in  the  form  of  a rent 
increase.

Overspending 
a 4 threat 9 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
President  Nixon  condemned 
“congressional  overspending” 
yesterday  as  a threat  to  his  pledge 
not  to  increase  taxes. 

In  a wide-ranging  news 
conference,  he  also  shrugged  off 
his  election  opponent’s  corruption 
charges  and  said  the  Vietnam 
peace  talks  are  in  a sensitive  stage. 

As  he  stood  behind  a black 
leather  chair  in  his  office,  fielding 
questions  for  40  minutes  in  his 
first  news  conference  in  five 
weeks,  the  President: 

- Said  he  is  “not  going  to 
dignify”  Sen.  George  McGovern’s 
charges  of  corruption  in  his 
administration  by  responding  to 
them,  adding  that  “I  think  the 
responsible  members  of  the 
Democratic  party  will  be  turned 
off  by  this  kind  of 
campaigning  ...” 

- Vowed  “there  will  be  no 
presidential  tax  increase”  but  said 
he  would  forego  campaigning  and 
stay  close  to  the  White  House 
“until  that  very  great  danger  of  a 
tax  increase  caused  by 
congressional  overspending  is  met 
and  defeated.” 

- Said  efforts  to  reach  a 
Vietnam  settlement  will  not  be 
affected  by  the  Nov.  7 election.

Scientists  study  cancer  treatment 

BETHESDA,  Md.— Cancer-fighting  scientists 
from  10  nations  met  yesterday  to  examine  the 
potential  of  BCG  as  a possible  new  treatment - 
for  human  cancer. 

The  bacteria  substance  has  been  viewed  as  a 
prospective  treatment  for  cancer  for  a decade, 
according  to  the  U.S.  National  Cancer  Institute 
which  is  sponsoring  the  conference. 

Studies  are  encouraging  and  have  suggested 
the  treatment  might  serve  to  prevent  at  least 
one  form  of  cancer— childhood  leukemia. 

Missiles  to  Egypt 

LONDON— Britain  is  negotiating  to  sell  Egypt 
an  anti-aircraft  missile  system  to  replace  the 
SAM  3 network  pulled  out  with  expelled  Soviet 
military  advisers,  informed  sources  said  today. 

The  British  Aircraft  Corp.  is  engaged  in  talks 
with  Cairo  for  the  sale  of  a $59  million  Rapier 
missile  system,  they  reported. 

Neither  the  firm  nor  the  British  Foreign 
Office  would  confirm  the  talks. 

Talk  . . . talk  . . . talk 

WASHINGTON-The  Senate  today,  for  the 
third  time,  refused  to  end  the  filibuster  against 
a bill  to  establish  a Consumer  Protection 
Agency. 

In  effect,  it  killed  the  measure  for  the  year, 
according  to  its  backers. 

The  vote  for  cloture  to  limit  debate  was  52  to 
30,  three  votes  short  of  the  two-thirds  of 
senators  present  needed  to  invoke  cloture. 

Watergate  statements  stifled 

WASHINGTON-U.S.  District  Court  Judge 
John  J.  Sirica  has  prohibited  any  more 
statements  about  the  Watergate  break-in  and 
bugging  case  by  those  connected  with  it. 

Sen.  George  McGovern  said  he  doesn’t  think 
the  ban  applies  to  him,  but  he  would  speak  out 
anyway.

U.S.,  China 
leaders  meet 

UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.  (AP) 
- American  and  Chinese  officials 
put  a secrecy  cover  over  last 
night’s  private  dinner  meeting  of 
Secretary  of  State  William  P. 
Rogers  and  Deputy  Foreign 
Minister  Chiao  Kuan-hua  of 
China. 

Diplomatic  sources  said  the 
dinner  was  scheduled  at  the 
request  of  Rogers,  but  American 
spokesmen  would  neither  confirm 
nor  deny  the  meeting,  the  first 
such  session  outside  China  since 
the  Peking  summit.  Chinese 
officials  took  the  same  position. 

It  was  learned,  however,  the 
talks  were  expected  to  last  about 
two-and-a-half  hours  and  would 
involve  a general  discussion  of 
U.S. -Peking  relations  and 
particularly  the  next  steps  in 
normalizing  contacts  with  the  two 
nations. 

Sources  indicated  Vietnam  also 
was  a subject  Chiao  wanted  to 
bring  up  as  well  as  the  status  of 
American  relations  with  the 
Soviet  Union  in  the  wake  of 
President  Nixon’s  meetings 
recently  with  Soviet  Foreign 
Minister  Andrei  A.  Gromyko. 

Yesterday  was  among  the  most 
important  days  for  Rogers  in  his 
bilateral  talks  during  the  current 
United  Nations  General  Assembly.

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Professors  investigate  onion  fungus 


A toxin  by  any  other  name  would  smell ...

Despite  “buckets  full  of  tears” 
during  the  past  several  years,  two 
BYU  professors  are  continuing  as 
a team  investigating  the  nature  of 
a toxin  associated  with  the  onion 
pink  root  disease. 

Dr.  Wilford  M.  Hess  and  Dr. 


that  destroy  so  much  of  the 
nation’s  onion  crops. 

Similar  grants  the  past  several 
years  have  helped  the  pair 
investigate  the  ultrastructural 
changes  in  relation  to  the 
infection  process.  The  name  pink 
root  occurs  because  the  fungus 


produces  a red  pigment  when  it 
has  affected  the  onion  roots. 

During  the  past  two  years,  the 
scientists  have  been  concentrating 
on  the  nature  of  the  toxin 
produced  by  the  fungus.  They 
came  to  this  conclusion  after 
observing  under  an  electron 


microscope  that  onion  cells  which 
are  treated  with  exudate  from  the 
fungus  were  disrupted  and  the 
nuclei  were  destroyed. 

This,  the  botanists  added, 
showed  that  a substance  which 
was  secreted  by  the  fungus  was 
capable  of  destroying  cells  even 


when  the  fungus  was  not  prese 

The  USDA  developed 
interest  in  their  research  projiq 
because  of  the  potential  for 
development  of  resistant  plants 
the  fungus  which  would  be  vt 
useful  in  onion  plant  breed 
programs.

Surgeon  develops  therapy 


Price  rise  continues 


despite  Nixon  freeze 


CHICAGO  (AP)  - A Polish 
surgeon  has  developed  springs  to 
be  implanted  beside  the  spinal 
cord  which  he  has  found  to 
improve  recovery  of  patients  with 
paralyzing  injuries. 

He  described  this  technique 
during  visits  to  Northwestern 
Memorial  Hospital  and  the 
Rehabilitation  Institute  of 
Chicago,  both  affiliates  of 
Northwestern  University-McGaw 
Medical  Center. 

The  surgeon,  Dr.  Marian  A. 
Weiss,  professor  and  chairman  of 
the  Institute  of  Rehabilitation  and 
Reconstructive  Surgery  at  Warsaw 
Medical  Academy,  is  touring 
spinal  cord  treatment  centers  in 
the  United  States. 

The  double  row  of  circular 
springs,  made  of  surgical  steel,  is 
implanted  along  either  side  of  the 
spinal  column  and  fixed  in  place 
with  hooks  in  the  column. 

Developed  in  1960  by  Weiss  and 
his  colleagues,  the  springs  have 
been  used  in  140  patients  who 
arrived  at  the  rehabilitation 
institute  within  24  hours  of 
injury.  He  reported  on  92  patients 
whose  progress  has  been  followed 
for  five  years  or  longer. 

In  addition  to  use  in  Poland, 
doctors  in  England  and  West 
Germany  have  treated  about  50 
cases  with  this  method,  Weiss  said 
in  an  interview.

trauma  unit,  said  his  hospital 
plans  to  begin  using  the  springs, 
and  Weiss  said  he  is  seeking 
cooperation  of  other  American 
hospitals. 

Weiss  said  he  is  donating  his 
invention  to  the  American  people. 

The  springs  are  used  primarily 
in  fractures  in  the  thoracic  and 
lumbar  areas  - that  is,  below  the 
neck. 

They  are  attached  two  vertebrae 
above  the  fractured  vertebra  and 
two  below,  pulling  in  opposite 
directions  so  the  fracture  is  held 
in  place. 

As  in  all  forms  of  spinal  cord 
treatment,  the  patient  must  arrive 
soon  after  injury  in  order  for  the 
treatment  to  be  effective. 
Otherwise,  changes  occur  which 
cannot  be  remedied. 

Many  of  Weiss’  patients  were 
delivered  to  the  Institute  by 
helicopter  and  plane  from  the 
scene  of  an  accident. 

Weiss  said  the  surgery  for 
implantation  of  the  springs  is 
simple,  and  no  special  beds  are 
required  for  the  patients 
afterward. 

The  surgeon  said  15  patients 
with  paraplegia  resulting  from 
lower  spinal  injury  were  able  to 


walk  with  mechanical  aids  within 
three  months,  a result  not 
previously  obtained  with  other 
treatments. 

And,  he  said,  60  per  cent  of  the 
patients  were  fully  trained  for 
independent  daily  life  within  a 
three-month  period. 

The  Weiss  technique  shortens 
the  rehabilitation  time  of  a 
paraplegic,  he  said,  by  enabhng 
him  to  begin  vocational  and  social 
rehab ilitation  earlier. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - The  rise 
in  wholesale  prices  slowed  in 
September  but  still  was  greater  in 
the  past  13  months  than  in  the 
year  before  President  Nixon 
imposed  wage-price  controls,  the 
government  said  yesterday.

On  a seasonally  adjusted  basis, 
the  increase  was  half  the  previous 
month’s  rise,  but  the  bureau 
added  wholesale  prices  in  the 
third  quarter  of  the  year  climbed 
at  an  annual  rate  of  6.7  per  cent, 
compared  with  4.9  per  cent  the 
first  and  second  quarters. 

And,  the  report  added, 
wholesale  food  prices  soared  17.4 


per  cent  in  the  past  three  mont 

Mrs.  Whitman  told  newsn 
wholesale  prices  have  risen  at 
annual  rate  of  4.3  per  cent  dur 
the  13  months  so  far  of  Nixc 
controls  compared  with  a 4 
cent  rate  in  the  year  bef 
controls. 

“The  higher  rate  for 
controls  is  due  entirely  to 
behavior  of  farm,  food  and  f< 
prices,  which  have  risen  at 
annual  rate  of  8.2  per  cent  dur 
the  controls  period,  in  conti 
with  their  rise  of  3.1  per  c 
during  the  preceding  year,” 
said.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - The 
attorney  for  adult  bookstore 
owner  Jerry  Mabie  said  yesterday 
it  may  be  impossible  to  get  a fair 
trial  in  Salt  Lake  - or  elsewhere 
in  Utah  - and  he  may  ask  for  a 
change  of  venue. 

Trial  was  to  begin  late  yesterday 
on  the  city’s  suit  to  have  Mabie’s 
ABC  Adult  Book  and  Novelty 
Shop  permanently  enjoined  from 
selling  allegedly  obscene  materials. 

Mabie’s  attorney,  Don  Reno, 
said  today  the  statement  issued 
Tuesday  by  President  Harold  B. 
Lee  and  other  members  of  the 
First  Presidency  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
“has  raised  a serious  question  as 
to  whether  or  not  the  defendant 
can  receive  a fair  and  impartial 
trial  in  this  question  - or  in  fact 
anywhere  in  this  state.” 

The  church  statement  issued 
Tuesday  called  on  Mormons  to 
fight  all  inroads  of  pornography  in 
their  communities. 

Reno  said,  “It  is  unfortunate 
that  this  well-respected  individual 
would  make  such  a strong 
commentary  concerning  issues  of 
censorship  at  a time  when  he 
knew  or  should  have  known  the 
defendant  would  be  selecting  a 
jury  from  members  of  the 
community  who  for  the  most  part 
endorse  the  religious  doctrines  of 
Mr.  Lee’s  organization.” 

He  said,  “It  must  be  the
